clover pastures but not on blue 

grass? Is there something in clover 
or alfalfa and not in blue grass or other 
grass pastures that causes bloat? 

We can’t answer those questions as we 
should like, but the studies we have made 
at the Iowa Station have given us some 
rather definite opinions. Here they are: 

1. Bloating apparently is entirely a phy- 
sical problem. We think it is because cat- 
tle sometimes eat too much of these leg- 
umes in too short a time. It is not because 
sweet clover, red clover and alfalfa con- 
tain a “poison” or something that is bad 
and isn’t found in grass. 

2. Salt, soda, lime and similar “bloat 
remedies” will not prevent bloat because 
they are too mild in their action. Remedies 
which are powerful enough to prevent gas 
formation interfere with normal digestion 
and should not be used. 

3. Feeding grain, dry hay or silage be- 
fore putting cattle on legume pasture will 
help prevent overeating and, in turn, bloat. 

4, Turning cows on grass pasture for 

half an hour or more before turning them 
on the legume will help if the grass pas- 
—* green and succulent so the cows will 
eat it. 
_ 5. Legume pasture with dew or frost on 
it may be more likely to cause bloating be- 
cause it permits the cow to eat and swal- 
low the forage faster. The dampened leg- 
ume also may cut down the amount of 
saliva secreted, and saliva helps lessen gas 
formation. 


6. As much gas is formed by blue grass, 
- zene of grass eaten, as per pound of 
alfalfa. 


Regardless of what cows eat—hay, grain, 
lue grass or legume pasture—they are 
continually forming gas. Gases are formed 
which, if absorbed in sufficient quantities, 
may kill the cow. But normally a cow from 
time to time belches and rids herself of 
the gas. Apparently it’s only when the 
opening from the stomach gets blocked with 
food that the cow starts bloating. After 
that we’re not sure whether it’s the pres- 
Sure of the gas in the stomach, or the 
absorption of certain poisonous gases, that 
may finally kill the animal. In either case 
the important thing is to prevent the cow 
from eating so much so fast that the

stomach can’t “mow it away” in the usual 
manner. 

If a cow eats rapidly of a luscious legume 
pasture for a couple of hours she may con- 
sume 100 or more pounds of feed, our 
studies show. If she then takes a good 
drink of water and lies down to chew her 
cud and rest, conditions are ideal for bloat- 
ing. 

Our theory is that under conditions like 
this she has loaded up so heavily and gas 
forms so rapidly that the opening of the 
esophagus into the rumen is closed and the 
gas can’t get out—the cow can’t belch. So 
we think it best to let the cow drink before 
she goes onto legume pasture. If she has 
loaded up on legumes don’t let her finish 
filling up with water. 

We have at the Iowa Station a cow with 
a rumen fistula—a hole healed up down 
into her rumen—so that we can look in and 
even reach inside the stomach to find out 
something about how she handles her food. 

We used this cow in our experiments on 
bloat. She was fed fresh, green, young 
alfalfa, blue grass, and other feeds. Por- 
tions of these materials were then removed 
from the rumen (paunch) and tests run to 
determine what gases were formed. The 
gases formed by the green alfalfa were not 
greatly different in kind or quantity from 
those formed by blue grass. 

Then we put this cow and others out on 
alfalfa and blue grass pastures, trying to 
produce bloat and to observe how the cows 
ate. We found that the cows on the alfalfa 
pasture were able to eat about three times 
as much per minute as when they were on 
blue grass pasture. To arrive at this, the 
cows were accurately weighed before and 
after pasturing and all excretions collected 
and taken into account. 

The cows ate about one pound per minute 
of the young, green alfalfa but only about 
one-third pound of blue grass even on a 
good pasture. The reason for this, at least 
in part, is that the cows could pinch off 
the alfalfa, whereas grass had to be cut off 
against the sharp edges of the lower teeth. 

We put blue grass and alfalfa through a 
meat grinder and found that a given weight 
of ground alfalfa formed a much more 
compact mass than a similar weight of blue 
grass. This probably is part of the explana- 
tion why one causes bloat and the other 
doesn’t. 


The cows used in our tests were fed a 
full-feed of grain in the evening and then 
were fed nothing before they went onto 
the pasture in the morning. Under these 
conditions we were unable to get any of 
the cows to bloat at any time. They ap- 
parently just wouldn’t eat enough of the 
alfalfa to cause trouble. 

So one of the ways to prevent bloat, we 
think, is to see that cattle are not turned 
on legume pasture when they are very 
hungry. It is the filling up quickly with a 
heavy load of compact legume that seems 
to cause the trouble. Blue grass or other 
grass pastures are more bulky and the 
cows can’t fill up so fast on them. 

Recommendations have sometimes been 
made to feed cows on legume pasture a 
mixture of equal parts of lime, salt and soda 
to prevent bloating. When we tried this 
and removed some of the material, we 
found gas forming faster than when the 
mixture was not fed. 

One of the California stations has re- 
cently reported work which they did on 
bloat, and their results largely confirm 
ours. They, too, are of the opinion that 
bloating is a physical problem—the cow 
does not belch up the gas formed. 

The California workers say “. . . bloat 
is caused not by excessive gas formation 
but by interference with belching. In our 
opinion bloat most frequently results from 
absence of the stimuli (like scratchy feed) 
to initiate belching. Fibrous roughage is 
effective because prickly. This bloat seldom 
occurs on rations of hay and grain.” 

Why do cows on some farms go along 
for years without bloating and then a farm- 
er may lose several animals suddenly? We 
don’t have the answer, but it is probably 
tied up with this business of eating too 
much too fast. 

Dry cows seldom bloat. It is usually the 
milking cows or growing animals with the 
large appetities that gorge themselves and 
have the trouble. But knowing all this, 
suppose the cow does bloat, what should 
you do for treatment? Keep the cow on 
her feet and moving if possible. To induce 
belching, put a bit in her mouth as you 
would a bit for a horse, or insert a piece 
of smooth, heavy hose in her mouth and 
carefully work it down the esophagus into

Breaks All Modern Records; 6637 Head Average $560.59

HE 1946 SPRING SALE SEASON, just closed, has broken all 

modern records for Aberdeen-Angus merchandising. In the 

105 auctions held since January lst and on which complete 
figures are available, 6,637 Doddies have gone under the hammer 
for a total of $3,720,774.00—or an average of $560.59. This com- 
pares with an average of $367.00 for the same period a year ago 
and $355.00 for the same period two years ago. 

Average on the 1,497 bulls sold at auction since the first of the 
year is $651.23 while the 5,140 females show an average of $534.20. 
Demand was uniformly strong all through the sale series. In the 
first half of the season, 3,491 cattle averaged $560.32 compared 
with $560.92 on 3,146 head soid in fifty-four sales the last half of 
the season. As is to be expected bulls averaged slightly more early 
in the season—$669.63 against $622.11 in the late spring sales. 
However, females showed an upward trend with a mark of $547.09 
for the last half of the season compared with $521.32 paid in the 
first fifty-one sales. 

Five sales this year exceeded six figures in gross returns—the 
National, $304,810; S. C. Fullerton, $280,700; Grand River Stock 
Farms, $223,825; J. Garrett Tolan, $198,175 and Hanna Stock 
Farms, $131,675. In addition there were a dozen more that drew 
total receipts of more than $50,000.00 each. 

Top sale of the year was that of S. C. Fullerton on February 
4th in which an average of $5,614.00 was made on fifty lots to 
break all beef cattle auction sales records. In setting up a new 
record for the world to shoot at the year’s bull top for the breed 
—$35,000.00 was paid by Gallagher’s Farm, Nanuet, New York, 
for Prince Barbarian of Sunbeam. 

Another world’s record for all beef breeds was established 
June 17th at the J. Garrett Tolan Sale, Pleasant Plains, Illinois. 
Here $25,000.00 was paid for the cow Erianna B. 6th, 1940 
International grand champion femate. Safe in calf to Eileen- 
mere 85th, 1935 International grand champion bull, this great 
producing matron is now the property of Vaughn Brothers, 
Albion, Michigan. 

In establishing the second high sale average of the year 
at $2,238.00 on 100 head the Grand River Stock Farm dispersion 
of Hendren Brothers, Webberville, Mic>igan, also made some 
Aberdeen-Angus history. For consistently strong prices all 
down the line the Grand River sale was one of the highlights of 
the year with fifty-three of the 100 head selling for better than 
$1,000.00 each. Here the top was $25,000.00 for the great young 
bull, Blackbird Bardolier G. R., with the buyer Ira Wilson & 
Son, Fowlerville, Michigan.

Several clashes recently would have made 
front page news had the details leaked to 
newsmen. 

This inner-circle clash is back of the 
political jitters which are making Wash- 
ington office-holders jumpy. It accounts 
for some very bad public relations, especi- 
ally between the White House and Con- 
gress. 

The President’s trouble arises mainly 
from the fact that he has gathered around 
him advisers of two conflicting schools— 
the dyed-in-the-wool New Dealers and the 
more recent arrivals who principally are 
conservatives. 

Even among the left-wingers there are 
the moderates and the extremes, and these 
unite only when fighting the conservatives. 
John Snyder, former Mobilization Director 
and now Secretary of the Treasury, was 
one of the conservative leaders. His suc- 
cessor as Mobilization Director, John Steel- 
man, leans to the conservative side. 

Fred Vinson, recently elevated from the 
Executive to the Judicial branch of the 
government, was one of the moderate 
radicals. But it is politics more than eco- 
nomics that causes most of the trouble. 
The left-wingers backing Henry Wallace 
are almost insanely jealous of anyone who 
takes the spot-light away from “our Hen- 
ry,” as they call him. 

That jealousy, as much as anything else, 
was back of the resignation of Chester 
Bowles as Stabilization Director. Bowles 
has a burning desire to be a political big- 
shot, and he had enough backers to make 
_— a potentially dangerous rival to Wal- 
ace.

The inside story back of the OPA veto 
message is an example of how the White 
House clique works these days. The Presi- 
dent wanted to hear both the pro and con 
on the OPA bill passed by Congress late in 
June. 

He personally called in his leaders in 
Congress and most of the top officials in 
the Administration, With but few excep- 
tions—Bowles, OPA Administrator Paul 
Porter and Wallace—those men urged him 
to sign the bill. 

Then the left-wing economists and ad- 
visers moved in to do a job. They wrote 
two messages. One was for signing, but 
telling Congress how bad it was. That 
message was such that it would have made 
the President look like a fool for approv- 
ing such a bad piece of legislation. 

The second message was the veto which 
the President finally was persuaded to 
send. From Friday night until Saturday 
noon—when the veto message was dispatch- 
ed to Congress—the White House veto cli- 
que prevented anyone with different ideas 
from reaching the President. 

Late Friday afternoon, in fact, the Pres- 
ident had his secretary phone personal 
requests to members of the War Mobiliza- 
tion Advisory Board to meet with him on 
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Saturday morning. Although the members 
appeared as requested at the White House 
not a one of them was able to get past the 
Palace Guard to reach the President. Most 
of them favored signing the bill. 


Partisan politics are being injected more 
and more into Administration actions and 
policies. Part of it is, of course, a natural 
reaction to the politically-motivated acts 
of members of Congress—both Republicans 
and anti-Administration Democrats. 

There have been three recent and rather 
obvious instances where political consider- 
ations were apparent in relations between 
the White House and a Congress that is 
growing more and more hostile to the 
President. 

First, and least obvious, was the veto of 
the Case Bill to establish machinery for 
settling industrial disputes and placing on 
labor restraints similar to those imposed 
on industry by the Wagner Act. The Poli- 
tical Action Committee, which claims to 
control a large segment of labor votes, told 
the President plainly that he could choose 
between CIO support and the Case Bill. 


Some who talked with Mr. Truman said 
they were convinced his personal inclina- 
tion was to sign the Case Bill. He had 
tried to break away from labor domination 
when he lost his patience and temper in 
the railroad strike and sent a blistering 
anti-labor message to Congress with a re- 
uest for draft powers in strikes against 
the government. 


Additional evidence of growing political 
jitters came in the “Maccedonian cry” 
letter to Sen. Charles Tobey, who has gone 
down the line for virtually every Adminis- 
tration measure with the exception of the 
nomination of Ed Pauley to be Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. 


The letter in which the President accused 
Tobey of making frequent “Maccedonian 
cries” for help was in response to a very 
natural and courteous request for all pos- 
sible assistance in meeting the serious feed 
shortage in Northeastern states. 


The President charged that Tobey’s op- 
position to Pauley had made it “exceeding- 
ly difficult for me to get good men to fill 
necessary places in the government.” 
Friends of the President say he still is 
pouting over the Pauley rebuff and plans 
to “get even” with those who blocked his 
nomination. 


The fact is the President didn’t actually 
write the letter. When he saw it he real- 
ized it was a bit rough and he added a 
handwritten postscript saying “come and 
see me,” and it was not a Mae West in- 
vitation either. 


The President’s radio address following 
the OPA veto was such an obvious effort 
to make political capital out of price 
stabilization blundering that even his 
staunchest friends are apologizing for him. 


No one challenges Mr. Truman’s state-

Some left 
because they couldn’t agree with “front 
office” policy, while others sought the re- 
lative peace and quiet—to say nothing of 
salary—of private industry.

Soon I was comfortably seated and quietly 
conversing with Mr. Ethnow, of Munsing- 
Wear, as We sped southward. 

at evening after a few more rides I 
reached Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and the follow- 
ing evening saw me registered at sale head- 
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quarters, the St. Nicholas Hotel, at Spring- 
field. I should like to tell of the many 
interesting people I met and of the friendly 
hospitality of the road as I made my way, 
town by town, to Springfield. The roster of 
those I rode with includes farmers, a school 
teacher (lady), a business executive, travel- 
ing salesmen, an electrician, a field repre- 
sentative for an industrial machinery distri- 
buting house, a beauty parlor operator, and 
a business man and Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
er. I look back in happy retrospect upon 
my brief association with each of them. 
Most of them expressed wishes of good luck 
as we parted. Two of them invited me to 
visit them, should I again 
chance to be in the vicinity. 

And I will not soon forget the 
Illinois farmer with whom I 
chatted across the fence as at 
eventide he drove his cows home 
to milk. There on his _ neat. 
farmstead and productive soil he 
was both happy and satisfied. 
We talked of the corn now 
stretching up under a bright sun 
after an abundant rainfall and 
of the haying season. Yes, and 
he told of how as a youth he had 
sought his fortune in the city 
only to realize later that that 
fortune really lay buried in the 
soil of a farm. My thoughts 
went back to the official of an 
industrial pump manufacturing company 
with whom I rode out of Quincy. I recalled 
how he talked in enthusiastic terms of the 
small Guernsey herd he was building. And 
I thought that there must be something 
about the soil that is basic to true content- 
ment. 

It was interesting to observe the varied 
reactions of the different people when in 
the course of the ride I told them of my 
mission. Most of them thought it a little 
strange that I was hitch-hiking to a sale, 
for if I was hitch-hiking how then could I 
afford to buy anything? But, generally, 
they were interested and told of seeing cat- 
tle at the shows and expositions. In ex- 
plaining their breed preferences they used 
the terms “Blacks”, “Whitefaces”, “Roans”, 
and “Reds” rather than breed names. 

I was shortly destined, however, to meet 
a traveler who could well share my interest 
in the sale to which I was going. As I was 
standing one morning on the outskirts of 
Iowa City after a brief visit to the Iowa 
State College Campus, a Hudson sedan 
whipped around the corner and_ stopped 
directly opposite me. A middle aged man 
welcomed me to ride with him. He soon 
introduced himself as Mr. Morford. I at 
once recalled advertisements in the Aber- 
deen-Angus JOURNAL and realized that 
here was the “Chain Man”, himself a breed- 
er of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and 
also enroute to the Tolan sale. Having a 
mutual interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
we had an extremely interesting, and to me 
informative discussion of various outstand- 
ing sires and herds .of the breed. I was 
interested to hear from Mr. Morford of how 
Cold Saturday Farm, Finksburg, Maryland, 
got its name. I knew this establishment 
only by advertisements and news of its 
activities and owners as carried in the Aber- 
deen-Angus JOURNAL, but the name “Cold 
Saturday” always intrigued me. It seems 


that it intrigued Mr. Morford also, for while 
on a visit there some time ago he asked 
Mrs. Hackney the story behind the name of 
their farm. Mrs. Hackney related that it 
was based on the building of the house. 
The morning when the workmen finished 
the surveying and plotting for the house 
was a bitterly cold one. It was also a Sat- 
urday, hence the name Cold Saturday which 
the farm has carried ever since. The miles 
passed but too rapidly with Mr. Morford 
and as he had some calls to make that were 
off my road we turned our separate ways 
with a parting “see you at the sale”. 

Sunday afternoon and so to Pleasant 
Plains as breeders and admirers of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle started to converge on 
Tolan Farms, prolific cradle of the Eileen- 
meres, in the historic Abraham Lincoln 
country. With catalogue and pencil in hand 
I also started a survey of the sale cattle and 
other cattle on exhibition. There was the 
venerable Eileenmere 85th, now in advanced 
years but still active, an International grand 
champion who went on to make a great rec- 
ord as a breeding bull. 

There were his illustrious sons, Eileen- 
mere 500th, Eileenmere 585th, and Eileen- 
mere 700th. I entered into a discussion with 
an Aberdeen-Angus breeder of Indiana as 
to which was the best of these herd sires. 
We ended up agreeing they were all out- 
standing. Mr. Tolan had erected two new 
barns on the farm and many were the com- 
ments I heard of their durability and ser- 
viceability. 

The morning of the sale dawned bright 
and clear. Came mid-forenoon and I rode 
out to the farms with Mr. Russel, of the 
Iowa Agricultural Extension Service. As 
we approached the farms a plane circled 
overhead preparatory to landing. About 
the farm itself was an air of excitement and 
keen anticipation as crowds of prospective 
buyers thronged through the barns and out 
into the pastures to view the breeding ma- 
trons. There again were the redoubtable 
“500th” and “585th” on parade and always 
surrounded by a group of enthusiastic ad- 
mirers whether on parade or in the barn. 
The ponies came in for their share of at- 
tention, too. 

The long awaited sale time was shortly at 
hand and the sale barn was filled to over- 
flowing as auctioneer Roy G. Johnston took 
over. A few words by the host of the day, 
J. Garrett Tolan, followed by Julius Clark, 
President of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, then Secretary W. H. 
Tomhave and the auction was under way. 
And if there is a fascination about the sale 
ring so also is there drama with breeder vy- 
ing against breeder for the ownership of 
an admired animal. It is intensely interest- 
ing, when possible, to pick out the bidders 
and watch the contest wage. Some bidders 
are hard to spot, so carefully do they dis- 
guise their signals to the ringmen. There 
was suspense in the ring that afternoon 
especially when the esteemed show cow and 
now producing cow Erianna B. 6th came 
into the ring with an attractive bull calf at 
her side. The bidding started at $5,000.00 
and ended at $25,000.00 with Vaughn Bro- 
thers, of Michigan, emerging victorious. So 
through the afternoon these soggy, blocky, 
Tolan Doddies passed through the sale ring 
to new ownership and opportunity.

I.’s who passed through France and saw 

small bits of the live stock industry of 
that country, and the many thousands of 
them who lingered long enough to see it in 
more detail, judged the industry by Ameri- 
can standards they could not have escaped 
forming a very unfavorable opinion of 
French methods. Such a judgment, however, 
would hardly be fair nor would it give one a 
true conception of the significance of live 
stock to French agriculture. It would be like 
saying that the French language is a h - - - 
of a way to express ideas. Of course, those 
were the words of more than a few G., I.’s 
and the remark fairly represents the senti- 
ments of a person who finds himself con- 
fronted with the problem of getting a few of 
his native ideas over into a foreign tongue. 
But the foreign language, of course, is en- 
tirely adequate for those who have a back- 
ground in its tradition. 

French Live Stock Not Highly Specialized 
—It is perfectly true that much of French 
live stock falls far short of meeting the 
standards of the highly specialized types of 
animals which have been developed in the 
U. S., but the conditions under which the 
live stock of France developed and the de- 
mands made upon them now, differ greatly 
from conditions in this country. 

Except for draft horses France has not 
developed highly specialized types of live 
stock, and it is probable that war needs of 
early years and export demands more re- 


if the two or three million American G. 


cently played a considerable part in fash- . 


ioning the draft horses of the country, for 
cattle have been and still are the chief 
source of power on French farms. Al] but 
a very few of the many breeds of cattle 
developed in France were developed chiefly 
for draft purposes. Their production of milk 
is entirely incidental and they generally do 
not become beef until after they have out- 
lived their usefulness as work stock. Most. 
of the calves in excess of those required to 
keep the work herd up to strength find their 
way to market as veal. This meat makes up 
about 30 per cent of all cattle flesh sold in 
France. When France wanted a true dairy 
cow she went to Holland and imported the 
Holstein—Hollandaise to the French. 


Feed production in France, also, does not 
encourage high specialization of live stock. 
France has no large range areas such as 
those found in western United States. The 
‘Pyrenees mountains which form the border 
between France and Spain furnish grazing 
for large numbers of animals, chiefly milk 
sheep, with smaller numbers of cattle, a 
pony type horse, asses and mules. These 
animals are kept near the mountain home or 
under close supervision throughout the 
grazing season. Nene is handled in the ex- 
tensive manner common to western ranges 
in this country. Neither does France have 
a farming area highly specialized in the 
production of live stock feed analagous to 
the American Corn Belt. 

France lies too far north—more norther- 
ly than the state of Maine—to produce a 
great corn crop, but even given a favorable 
climate France would not devote any great 
proportion of her land to corn for political 
reasons. Frenchmen tell you that France 
has been invaded by hostile armies on the 
average about every fifty years during her 
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national existence. Faced with this con- 
stant threat of starvation by having food 
imports shut off by war, France would 
probably not now exist as an independent 
nation had she failed to develop an agricul- 
ture which under pressure can provide her 
people with the essentials of a reasonably 
sufficient if not totally adequate diet. The 
chief aim of her agriculture for hundreds 
of years appears to have been to grow 
enough wheat for the nation’s bread and 
oats for the animals needed to cultivate the 
wheat lands. 

Live stock Production Upset by War— 
Furthermore, American soldiers made their 
observations of the French live stock indus- 
try at a time particularly unfavorable to the 
industry—just at the time, in fact, they 
were liberating it from a none too consider- 
ate occupying enemy who had for five years 
used it to their own selfish advantage. 

Actual war losses of live stock were not 
nearly as great in France as in many other 
countries. In fact, I was told that only in the 
northeastern departments were the losses to 
the Germans at all significant. Live stock 
did suffer considerably, of course, in num- 
bers as well as quality from rapidly declin- 
ing soil fertility, because fertilizers could 
not be imported; crushing feed shortages; 
the greedy eyes and hungry bellies of arro- 
gant conquerors; and the dire need of the 
French people themselves. 

Even in normal times France is not a 
great live stock country. In fact, she is 
the one western European country in which 
the output of live stock and live stock pro- 
ducts is less than fifty per cent of the total 
agricultural output. 

The distribution of all classes of live 
stock over France is much more even than 
in this country. There are no large areas 
which are thickly populated with any class 
of live stock, such as hogs in the corn belt 
of the United States. Several factors have 
doubtless operated over the years to bring 
about this uniform distribution: the type of 
farming which has developed; the large 
number of small farms; market outlets, in- 
cluding trade with other countries; the 
dietary of the French people—to mention 
only a few such factors. 

Cattle Most Numerous French Live Stock 
Provide Farm Power—Cattle are the most 
numerous farm animal in France.  Esti- 
mates made just prior to the recent war 
place the number of all cattle at about 16,- 
000,000 head. This total has been reached 
as a result of a rather steady increase from 
about 12,000,000 in 1875. Sheep, in contrast, 
have decreased over the same period from 
approximately twenty-four to ten million 
head. Horse numbers have declined since 
the first world war, the decline being 
especially rapid since 1930. The horse popu- 
lation of France in 19388 was estimated to 
be 3,000,000 head. Hog numbers have held 
about constant over the years at approxi- 
mately 7,000,000 head. 

Traditionally cattle have been maintained 
on the farm of France primarily to provide 
power needed to do the farm work. Calves 
not required for replacements were largely

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was established in 1870 but it was not 

until 1904 that a separate Department 

of Animal Husbandry was set up. Then as 
now, Missouri occupied an important place 
in Aberdeen-Angus affairs and the Univer- 
sity herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was 
started early together with herds and flocks 
of other representative breeds of live stock. 
The first Aberdeen-Angus in the Univer- 
sity of Missouri herd were three heifers 
secured from John F. Coulter, Excello, Mis- 
souri, in 1900. Three other heifers were 
also purchased from W. J. Turpin, Carroll- 
ton, Missouri, in 1900. Up until 1913 the 
herd was small and steers were used largely 
for class work. Some of these steers were 
purchased from breeders in the state. In 
1913 Glen Avon Emily 150397 sired by Bos- 
ton Pride, together with her daughter, Glen 
Avon Emily 3d, sired by Glen Avon Black- 
bird Lad 2d, were purchased from McLach- 
lan Brothers and Johuson, of Estill, Mis- 
souri. Glen Avon Emily and her daughters 
produced a number of show steers that were 
exhibited at the “International” from 1916 
through 1921.

that we now have twenty-two Barbara, six

We have been asked a number of times 
for information about the foundation of 
the “Missouri Barbaras”.

Have Relatively Simple Job according to a Review of 
Some of the Problems in the Other Polled Beef Breed 


tion is toward the polled head. Horn- 

less cattle are demanded by cattle 
feeders and packers. If the cattle are not 
naturally polled de-horning is resorted to— 
a messy job at best, and one which usually 
results in weight set-backs and the possi- 
bility of infection in the wound produced. 

In the polled beef field Aberdeen-Angus 
have been supreme since the dawn of re- 
corded beef cattle history in the British 
Isles. An Aberdeen-Angus bull mated to 
cows of the horned breeds will produce off- 
spring that are, in 95 cases out of 100 horn- 
less and black in color, as well as carrying 
much of the conformation advantage of the 
breed. This prepotency in the matter of de- 
horning the offspring is something that is 
taken for granted by Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders. But it is a factor that is regarded 
with envy by men producing polled cattle 
of the other two beef breeds. Men produc- 
ing polled Herefords and Shorthorns have a 
job cut out for them that makes the prob- 
lems of the Aberdeen-Angus breeder seem 
like child’s play by comparison. 

It is all a matter of genetics and we will 
let Prof. H. L. Ibsen, of Kansas State Col- 
lege, tell the story. Professor of genetics 
at Manhattan, Dr. Ibsen, gave the following 
talk recently before Kansas cattlemen. 


Ti trend today in beef cattle produc- 


“It is a well-known fact that Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle breed true for the polled char- 
acteristic. By that I mean that they never 
produce a calf with horns. Sometimes a 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull will have 
scurs, but from a genetic standpoint he is 
still considered a polled animal. Scurs are 
objectionable and could be bred out of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed if no scurred bulls 
were ever used for breeding purposes. 
(Editor’s Note: Bulls with scurs cannot be 
registered in any of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Associations). Removing the scurs with 
caustic does not change a bull’s breeding 
qualities. 


“Since the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
breed true for polled, one might get 
the idea that it would be easy to pro- 
duce a true-breeding strain of polled 
Herefords or Shorthorns. Such is not 
the case, however. 


“The method used in learning more about 
the inheritance of the polled characteristic 
is to cross true-breeding polled animals, 
like the Aberdeen-Angus, with horned. cat- 
tle. If the inheritance were simple, all of 
the offspring from such a cross would be 
clean-polled, but they are not. A clean- 
polled Aberdeen-Angus bull mated to horn- 
ed cows will have daughters all of which are 
clean-polled, but amongst the sons there 
may be a few that have horns, and also a 
few that have scurs. Most of the sons, how- 
ever, will be clean-polled. The sons with 
scurs or horns inherit these characteristics 
from their horned dams. Only a few horned 
dams produce sons of the above type, but 
there is no method known at present where- 
by they can be distinguished by their ap- 
pearance from the horned dams that have 
only clean-polled sons in matings with 
clean-polled Aberdeen-Angus bulls. 

“Before going any further, it may be 
worth while at this point to describe what 
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would happen if a clean-polled bul] that. 
does not breed true for polled were mated 
to horned cows. Instead of all of his daugh- 
ters being clean-polled, only one-half of 
them will be, and the other half will be 
horned. Less than one-half of his sons will 
be clean-polled, and more than one-half of 
the sons will be either horned or scurred. 


“Many of the clean-polled bulls at 
present in polled Hereford or Shorthorn 
herds are of the kind that do not breed 
true, and weuld breed like the bull de- 
scribed above when mated to horned 
cows. 


“One criticism made of present day poll- 
ed Herefords or Shorthorns is that they are 
inferior from the standpoint of conforma- 
tion to the horned animals of these breeds. 
There is no reason whatever for assuming 
that the polled animals are inferior because 
they are polled. 

“Being polled does not seem to have 
any bad effect on the conformation of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed! 


“With the preceding statements as a 
background, I shall try to show the various 
steps that should be taken by a breeder 
having a herd of horned cattle, and who is 
interested in converting his herd into one 
(of the same breed) breeding true for poll- 
ed. The first step is to use a clean-polled 
bull of his breed on his cows. If the cows 
in the herd have good conformation there 
is a possibility that some of the polled 
daughters will be fairly good animals even 
if the polled bull is somewhat deficient. If 
the clean-polled bull used is not of the true- 
breeding kind, one would nevertheless ex- 
pect at least one-half of the daughters to be 
clean-polled. 

“If the polled daughters are not sat- 
isfactory from the standpoint of con- 
formation and size, the next step is to 
mate them to a good horned bull in 
order to improve the conformation. 


“Here again, half of the daughters will be 
polled and should have a better conforma- 
tion than their dams. 

“When the conformation is satisfactory, 
the next step is to attempt to produce a 
true-breeding polled herd. If a polled ani- 
mal has one parent that is polled and the 
other is horned, there is no possibility that 
such an animal will breed true for polled. 
When both parents are polled there is a 
possibility that such an animal will breed 
true for polled. 

“We will suppose that the breeder has 
been crossing his polled cows to good horn- 
ed bulls and hag finally succeeded in pro- 
ducing polled animals of good conformation. 


“All of these polled animals, whether 
males or females, will be of the non- 
true-breeding kind. 

“If he is not afraid of inbreeding he can 
mate his best polled bull to the polled cows. 
If he does not wish to inbreed, he can use 
a bull produced by some other breeder who 
has used breeding methods similar to those 
used by himself. 

“When a non-true-breeding polled bull is 
mated to polled cows that are also of the 
non-true-breeding kind, one-fourth, at least 


of the offspring will be ho 
The remainder will be polled. “Of enacted 
third will be of the true-breeding kind re 
two-thirds of the non-true-breedin a 
There is no way of distinguishing the 
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“Therefore a number of bulls should be 
tested by mating them to horned cows, As 
soon as one of these bulls sires a horned 
daughter it means that he is of the Non- 
true-breeding kind, and he should not be 
retained in the herd. He would, however 
probably be very acceptable to another 
breeder who had not started as yet to make 
his herd true-breeding. As the tests con. 
tinued, one or more of the polled bulls would 
prove to be true-breeding by the fact that 
they each produced ten or more daughters 
all of whom were clean polled. As stated 
previously, a _ true-breeding polled pull 
might have one or more horned sony when 
mated to horned cows, but this can he dis- 
regarded. 

“It was also stated previously that when 
both polled parents are of the non-true- 
breeding kind, one-third of the polled off. 
spring are true-breeding kind, and the re 
maining two-thirds are non-true-breeding, 
Cows made up of these two kinds are now 
mated to the clean-polled bull that has been 
tested and shown to be true-breeding. Ina 
mating of this sort there will be a great in- 
crease in the number of true-breeding pull- 
ed offspring. Instead of one-third, there 
will now be two-thirds that are true-breed- 
ing and only one-third that does not breed 
true. 

“When a second tested true-breeding bull 
is used on the offspring of the first tested 
bull, five out of six will be true-breeding 
and only one out of six will be non-true 
breeding. When a third tested true-breed- 
ing polled bull is used on the daughters of 
the second bull, eleven out of twelve of the 
offspring, whether male or female, will be 
true-breeding and only one out of twelve 
will be non-true-breeding. With the fourth 
tested bull it will be 23/24 of the offspring 
that will be true-breeding and only 1/2 
that will be non-true-breeding. With the 
fifth tested bull, 47/48 of the offspring will 
be true-breeding and only 1/48 that will be 
non-true-breeding. At this point one would 
expect that practically any bull in the herd 
when tested would prove to be true-breed- 


ing. 

“If the breeder should get this far, and 
then get careless, using a non-true-breeding 
polled bull on his herd, only one-half of the 
offspring will be true-breeding for polled 
and the other half will be polled animals 
that do not breed true. 

“There are several other pointers that 
should be kept in mind. Occasionally it wil 
be found that when a true-breeding cleat-

a better than the honor of topping their 
class was the record made by these Aber- 
deen-Angus on the hook. They were pur- 
chased in Denver by the Wilson Packing 
Company, as were the top loads of Here- 
fords and Shorthorns. Again the Aber- 


deen-Angus “culls” came to the front. For 
they dressed 66 percent to top their inter- 
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breed rivals by 2.5 and 1.7 percent, respec- 
tively. 

It might be mentioned that the Schmidt 
Aberdeen-Angus advantage of 2.5 percent 
on the hook over the champions of the Den- 
ver show was almost a duplicate of the 
Aberdeen-Angus advantage at the 1945 Chi- 
cago Fat Stock Show when the top Aber- 
deen-Angus load dressed out 65.6 percent 
against a 63.2 percent dressing percentage 
of the cattle of another breed picked by 
packer judges as the grand champions of 
the show. In fact sixteen loads of Blacks 
dressed out higher than did the champions. 
In the 1944 Chicago Fat Stock Show nine 
loads of Aberdeen-Angus steers outdressed 
the grand champions of the show—steers of 
the same breed and fed by the same feeder 
as the 1945 “top” carlot. 


All of which goes to show that you can’t 


beat an Aberdeen-Angus on the hooks. And 
here is hoping that A. H. and Harold 
Schmidt breed and feed out many more cull 
loads as good as the 1946 blue ribbon win- 
ers at Denver. Based on past performance, 
over a long period of years, in competition 
at Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha, Denver 
and elsewhere, the chances are very good 
that they will.

Caldwell urges that those intending to show 
file entries early, since the cattle barn will 
hold only 3,000 of the expected 3,500 ani- 
mals.

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N A PREVIOUS ARTICLE of this series, I stated that the first 
McHenry show herd that I saw contained animals that subse- 
quently made breed history and that some of them exerted a 

great influence on my own career as an Aberdeen-Angus breeder 
and showman. 

The most note-worthy of these was Barbara McHenry 13th, 
that. incomparable cow who, in her show yard prime, defeated 
everything that was sent against her, even to the best of the other 
breeds. This is the reason that she is referred to as the champion 
cow over all breeds. In her day there were interbreed contests in 
the breeding classes. 

I was very young when I first saw Barbara McHenry 13th and 
my knowledge of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was extremely vague, yet 
I was able to see in her characteristics which greatly attracted me. 
Her feminine beauty and marvelous conformation could not escape 
the admiration of even the most amateur judgment such as mine 


was. 

I wish that Bob Johnson or John Brown, both of whom had 
this great cow under their charge, could tell my readers of her 
charm and of her outstanding breed qualities. I realize I am not 
qualified to do this. The master fitter, Bob Johnson, is gone from 
our midst but perhaps John Brown will, one day, tell us of Barbara 
McHenry 13th and of some of the other famous animals which he 
developed and showed in the McHenry herd as well as in his own 
herd in more recent years. There are few, if any, who have led out 
more winners at the major shows than John Brown. 

Although I can not give a very graphic picture of Barbara Mc- 
Henry 13th as an individual, I do have a comprehensive knowledge 
of the tremendous infiuence she and her decendants have exerted 
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on the breed. In fact, I think I can safe- 
ly point to her as the ancestress of more 
famous animals than any other cow of 
the breed. And I doubt if any other 
breed can produce her equal in this re- 
spect. I make this statement after hav- 
ing just completed an exhaustive search 
of breed records for material to be used 
in the preparation of my American ver- 
sion of an Aberdeen-Angus history which 
is soon to be published in Great Britain. 


Let us consider first the Chicago Inter- 
national champions which have descended 
from this great cow beginning with Barbara McHenry 138th herself 
who won the grand championship honors there in 1901. From then 
on, the following descendants of Barbara McHenry 18th have won 
championship honors at this the greatest of all shows; Barbara of 
Woodlawn, Barbara McHenry 24th, Barbara Woodson, Queen of

*CT weather and an attendance of 
sont 300 were highlights of the 
Field Day of the Botna Valley ~~. 
on Sunday, June 2d, at the Waylan 

Ho jey Farms near Atlantic, Iowa. A full 
— ‘nteresting program kept visitors on 
pow toes while the social value of the day 
al taken care of by the generous hos- 
pitality of the Hopleys. 

Main event on the morning program was 
the fect trimming demonstration put on by 
Larry Duprey of the Hopley organization. 
Originally planned to be put on by Bop 
Duprey 0 American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association the plans had to be 
changed by Bob’s induction into the army. 
However, Larry, assisted by Wayland Hop- 
ley, Jr., did a very acceptable job with many 
breeders watching with interest this im- 
ortant, but little practiced, bit of herd 


management. 

The picnic dinner and speaking program 
was held on a clover-covered hilltop in one 
of the pastures on the Harry Hopley farm. 
Main speakers on the program were Nels 
G. Kraschel, Aberdeen-Angus breeder and 
former governor of Iowa and Earl May, 
seed man and newer Doddie breeder of 
Shenandoah, Iowa. Col. Kraschel emphasiz- 
ed the theme that the breeding of pure bred 
live stock attracts people who also represent 
the best in agriculture and live stock pro- 
duction.

The value of good grass, and a greater

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ed by Col. Kraschel. He mentioned a stand 
of alfalfa and brome grass on his own farm 
which was carrying 177 head of 650 pound 
steers. His original plan, he said, was to 
feed them corn while on grass. However, 
it has been impossible to get them to eat 
more than eighteen bushels of corn a day. 
bui in spite of this they are putting on the 
pounds—cheap pounds. 

Mr. May, in tiis talk, gave some valuable 
pointers in publicizing the breed. “Go out 
and tell the world about Aberdeen-Angus 
superority, and keep telling them,” he said. 
In selling, either by radio or other media, 
repetition is essential to get the story over, 
Mr. May pointed out. To prove that he 
practices the points he advocates the speak- 
er stated that he is constantly talking Aber- 
deen-Angus ove: his own radio — station, 
ompl.asizing quality in beef and the quality 
of Doddie beef as is shown in_ superior 
marneling and carcass contest competition.

Association. Brief talks were also given by 
P. K. Pratt, of Walnut, Iowa, Garold Parks, 
of the lowa Beef Producers Association, and 
Colin Kennedy, of the JOURNAL. 


Pat O’Donnell, of Colo, Iowa, put on the 
type demonstration, using as his model Miss 
Burgess Eston, a daughter of Eston of 
Quality and out of the well known show 
cow, Miss Burgess Hopley 3d. A _ great 
matron, combining thickness and smooth- 
ness with femininity and Aberdeen-Angus 
type, she drew much favorable comment 
from the audience. 


This cow, along with the cattle used in 
the judging contest which followed, were 
a!l from the Red Top herd, which was dis- 
persed the following week.

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Value of the Pure B

the Pure Bred Beef Heifer Club, we must 

first have some general idea as to its 
use, popularity and the results that it ac- 
complishes, To be of the greatest value, the 
work must be extensive, interesting and 
have a practical basis. 

Baby beef clubs are found in nearly ev- 
ery state in the United States. These clubs 
are stepping stones into the Pure Bred 
Heifer Club. The Heifer Clubs are a long 
time program, but when completed are 
very worthwhile. The program is practical 
as well as educational. When a boy be- 
comes a member of a club, the first thing 
he must do is purchase his heifer. The care- 
ful selection of his heifer is most important. 
It should possess type and quality, and in- 
dications of maturing into a good produc- 
ing cow. 

Many of these heifers are fitted and 
shown at the local shows and fairs and 
many go to the state fairs. 

Training the heifer to lead and stand 
properly begins soon after it is purchased 
and some preliminary work is done on the 
coat and hoofs. The finishing touches must 
come shortly before the show, or as the 
youngsters will say, “Shine up” and make 
ready for the judge’s critical eye. There 
are many valuable and lasting lessons to 
be learned, because the placing in the ring 
is determined by the work that has been 
done before. If one does not show the judge 
that his animal is worthy of consideration 
—all is lost. 

The first beef heifer club was started in 
the state of Iowa. Many of the best com- 
mercial and pure bred herds of beef cattle 
in the state were started and founded from 
the Pure Bred Beef Heifer Clubs. When 
the club member goes out into the feed lot 
or pasture and can say with pride of owner- 
ship, “This is my heifer’, then there is 
certainly an incentive for he or she to look 
to _ future of owning a herd of pure bred 
cattle. 


I have often been asked if the high con- 
ditioning of these heifers does not hinder 
productivity in the animal for breeding 
purposes. My answer is no. The heifers 
will vary in ages from fourteen to eighteen 
months when shown and are then at the 
growing age when the extra feed will help 
develop them. 


Another question often asked is, “Is it 
practical to devote so much attention to 
one or two calves.” During the war this 
was not practical, but it is now. I do not 
mean that the youngster should neglect his 
other duties about the farm or ranch. How- 
ever, he should be encouraged to view them 
in their true light so he will not get the 
idea that just because he learned to fit and 
show a calf he should take up showing as 
his life’s work. The principle of individual 
attention learned in club work is sound, 
provided its limitations are appreciated. 
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Adults always take an interest in the work 
of the youngsters; for instance, if the son 
has one or two pure bred heifers, the dad 
will buy a better bull and this, in turn, will 
help to improve the farm herd. 


Breed associations have realized the at- 
tention attracted by this project and are 
doing all in their power to aid and advance 
the interest of this activity. Col. Art 
Thompson, the noted auctioneer, of Lincoln, 
Nebraska, made this statement at a breed- 
ers’ sale: “No other single agency has done 
so much to bring about an increase in the 
number of good live stock as has the Pure 
Bred Beef Heifer Club.” 


If we are to bring about improved agri- 
cultural conditions, we must educate the 
younger generation into better methods. 
These are the cattle men of tomorrow. 
Education gained in a practical way and 
suited to the conditions of every day life 
is constructive and progressive type of 
education. Herein lies the greatest good of 
the club. It gives these future farmers or 
ranchmen, live stock breeders and agricul- 
tural men an insight into the problems and 
the solution of the problems that will con- 
front them when they go out into life’s 
work. Active work in the club with the 
reward of good profits, if one builds wise- 
ly, gives an added interest to the work. 
The boy comes to realize that the country 
is not such a bad place in which to live 
after all, He decides that work on the farm 
or ranch with its variety, its chance for 
initiative, healthful conditions and _ the 
freedom of the wide open spaces is worth 
the best that is in a man, and he will re- 
main to do his part. This is not true in all 
cases, but it proves that more of the right 
kind of men will remain on the farms. 


The thought that inspired me to found 
and start the Pure Bred Heifer Club pro- 
ject was the fact that I saw and realized 
that so many of the baby beef club mem- 
bers were regretting the final sale of their 
prize calves. 

I could see in the beef heifer club the 
heifers returned to the farms and the club 
members having the secure feeling of con- 
tinuing their project as a yearly, life-time 
enterprise. 

The club was started in the year of 1929 
and has proven to be one of the most profit- 
able and beneficial of the 4-H clubs in the 
state of Iowa. At that time there were 
only seventy-six entries enrolled, and in 
three years’ time the number had increased 
to 890 head, with a total value of $173,- 
000.00. The club encourages the boys and 
girls to enter calves raised and fed ky 
themselves, rather than purchased else- 
where. While the project is a long time 
program, only members with facilities and 
who are capable of carrying on this highly 
specialized live stock business are encour- 
aged to join. The enterprise is responsible 
for maintaining on Iowa farms a certain 
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A short time ago the fathe , 
girl who had been a heifer dak meant 
a number of years told me of her unj a 
experience. She recently married and ma 
she moved to her new home she had a herd 
of eight head of producing cows as 
nucleus to her foundation herd. These ms 
tle had been bred and fed in the Beef Hoif. 
er Club. The father in this instance could 
not afford to give her these individuals 
but she had them through her own raising 
and her own ownership. 


Just recently I received a letter from , 
boy who years ago fed calves in the club 
He is now married and starting for himself 
and he states, “I hope some day to be able 
to point with pride and say, ‘I bred these 
cattle, and I owe more than I can say to 
the 4-H club for helping me establish firm- 
ly in my mind the type of beef cattle that 
the breeds are striving to produce’.” 

There are numerous beef heifer clubs in 
other states, but I cite Iowa as the leading 
state. While a representative of the lowa 
Beef Producers’ Association, this club was 
one of my leading activities.

real old Kentucky Burgoo. This work was 
turned over to W. L. Looney, of Louisville, 
the “Burgoo King”, after whom a Kentucky 
Derby winner of some years back was nam- 
ed. The preparation of this famous dish of 
the Bluegrass country is something of a 
state secret. But it had as its base the fore- 
quarter and flank cuts of the steer, boiled 
down for many hours. To this was added 
100 chickens, bushels of potatoes, corn, 
beans, peppers, and other items too num- 
erous to mention. Hours of cooking out- 
doors in large open kettles with a total 
capacity of close to 200 gallons produced 
an aroma that was promising of better 
things to come. 

So when George Swinebroad called “come 
and get it” shortly past noon there was no 
hesitancy on the part of the people present. 
Opinion varies as to whether Burgoo should 
be eaten with a spoon, or inhaled from a 
cup. But regardless of the method involved 
the net result is enjoyable and calls for re- 
peated seconds.

Particuarly impressive were some 
matrons from the adjoining farm of A. T. 
and J. I. Sanders. Good headed, great 
bodied, and standing on short legs they com- 
pared favorably with anything in the herd. 
Considering the fact that the original herd 
was assembled from widely different 
sources the general uniformity at Reverie 
Knoll is unusual. But good cows, from good 
herds, and selected with a definite type in 
mind, should add up to the uniformity 
shown in the Reverie Knoll assembly. For 
one thing the owner of Reverie Knoll, in 
spite of the fact that he is best known as 
one of the country’s top advertising execu- 
tives, is no novice in the cattle business. 
Born in Texas he has been exposed to beef 
cattle for a good many years and for the 
past twenty-five years has been raising 
commercial cattle on a ranch operated in 
the Lone Star state. 

Reverie Knoll, however, is of more recent 
origin.

Even now Reverie Knoll is a show place 
—but a practical one. The buildings are 
well designed for their purpose, attractive 
but built to meet farm needs. There are 
thirty-eight miles of board fencing on the 
farm and two miles of surfaced roads con- 
necting all fields and pastures. A 3,000,000 
gallon reservoir, fed by twenty-one springs, 
supplies the water, which is piped through 
four inch mains to all fields and buildings, 
Most of the 740 acres is given over to grass 
production but enough corn is raised for 
silage needs and some forty acres of tobacco 
is grown each year. Given two heavy ap- 
plications of manure a year, plus a heavy 
application of complete fertilizer, the yield 
per acre is about double the state average 
and grosses better than $40,000.00 a year. 

The new show barn, which will occupy the 
space used for the tent erected for the Field 
Day, will be 120 feet long, will tie seventy- 
five cattle and will have twenty box stalls. 
At the one end will be built a permanent 
sale barn, semi-circular in shape. 

Today one of the nation’s top saddle horse 
breeding establishments Reverie Knoll 
seems destined to occupy a high place in 
Aberdeen-Angus events of coming years. 
The ambition and know-how are there; the 
cow herd and the herd bull battery has 
been assembled with care and thought. The 
results are already apparent in the young 
cattle that are being produced and fitted. 
Reverie Knoll has a great future.

Elmere 7th 510343, who was 
grand champion bull at the Mercer County 
Fair in 1937, the only show where he was 
exhibited. Elba Marshall Lad 2d 590747, 
a grandson of Muskogee Marshall 464792 
and of Envoy of Erin 466275, has been 
placed at. the head of the herd. He was 
selected from the L. R. Kershaw herd of 
Muskogee, Oklahoma. This bull was one of 
the highest priced bulls to go to an Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder in Iowa in 1942. 

The cow herd numbers 24 head. They in- 
clude such foundation cows as Genevette 3d 
of Page 616546. Her dam is Genevette of 
Ballindalloch 428990, the dam of General 
of Page. Then there is Miss Burgess B. 
11th 560468, a line bred Miss Burgess of 
Nisbethill cow and sired by Elbar burgess 
498797, Juanerra Erica 51st 558914, a line 
bred Juana cow going back to the Imp. 
Juanerra Erica cow on both the sire and 
dam’s side. Her dam is Juanerra Eric 27th 
503462, one of the best Juana cows in 
America today. There is also Iren Pride 
of Wheatland 3d 468286, by Revolution 41st, 
shown three years in the show ring and 
champion cow at six state fairs in 1936; 
Elba 4th of Strathmore 90684, by the Inter- 
national grand champion Revolution 100th 
429423. 

This herd was started through 4-H club 
work and is now in partnership with father 
and son. The son is now manager of the 
herd. In eight of the leading consignment 
sales held in Iowa in the last four years, 
cattle from this herd have topped their class 
in every sale but two. 

Kosters’ Angus Farms, owned py R. M. 
Koster of Gladbrook, Iowa was _ started 
October 12, 1931 by the purchase of one 
cow and 5 heifers from C. T. Rierson of 
Radcliffe, lowa. The following spring three 
reacted to the T. B. test leaving only one 
cow, Ernestine Mc 394831, and two heifers, 
Blackbird 12th of Ardmore 441919 and 
Blackbird 13th of Ardmore 441921. At that 
time Mr, Koster had a bull, Egrenot 428- 
884, a great grandson of Earl Marshall, that 
€ Was using on some grade cows. He had 
to sell him after one crop of calves from 
these cows, so selected two bulls from A. G. 
Messer of Grundy Center, Iowa, to carry 
on_ with. Both were sons of Prizemere 
155th. The one bull, Black Esmere 461268, 
had for a dam Black Erma 306166, a very 
good cow, and the other bull McCapmere 
461269 had for a dam Blackcap McLate 
306148, a daughter of Enlate. He used this 
McCapmere two years and then used Black 
Esmere until 1940. In April of 1936 he pur- 
chased Even Elba B. 2d 504123 from Harold 
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Brown of Grundy Center. This bull was 
selected to mate with the heifers sired by 
the other three bulls. This proved very suc- 
cessful. In March of 1932 he also purchased 
3 cows of J. B. St. Clair of Conrad, lowa, 
of Erica McHenry Blackcap and Blackcap 
breeding. These six cows formed his herd. 
Four of these cows are still in the herd. 
All of the heifer calves with the exception 
of 5 head have been retained in the herd. 
These 5 were sold for an average of $3817. 
The herd now consists of 45 females, all 
bred on the farm with the exception of 4 of 
the original 6 foundation cows. At present 
he is using two sons of Even Elba B. 2d as 
herd sires. He has not made any female 
purchases, with the exception of one Elba 
heifer, since selecting his foundation cows. 

He has had a show herd the past few 
years, showing the states of Montana, Min- 
nesota, Iowa, Illinois, Missouri and Ne- 
braska. He showed cattle at the Interna- 
tional in 1938, 1939, and 1940. His highest 
placing there was fourth, but he had a num- 
ber of firsts at other large fairs. He has 
shown no champions other than 4 heifers in 
Iowa in 1938 and a number of grand cham- 
pion steers and heifers at county and dis- 
trict shows. He had the champion female 
at Iowa State sale in 1942. At the county 
and district fairs he had champions in both 
cow and bull classes. One of the foundation 
cows is 18 years old and was the dam of the 
yearling heifer that topped the State sale 
in 1942 for $735. All of her daughters left 
in the herd, as well as her granddaughters, 
have been in the show herd. She is of the 
Eline Eisa Erica family. 

Schmidt Bros., George and Ferdinand of 
Delmar and DeWitt, Iowa founded their 
herd in 1932 with females from the Cong- 
don and Battles and Harvey Hess herds. 
Their herd bulls have been Ericmere 45th, 
Estherman C. B, 14th, Black Enchanter 
Quality 454872, Lincolnmere 516571 and 
Burgess Barmar 2d 514461. These bulls 
were the sires of the steers which they have 
shown in the International carlot show. In 
1937 six of the fifteen grand champions 
were sired by Black Enchanter Quality. In 
1939 seven of the fifteen were also sired by 
Black Enchanter Quality. In 1940 nine of 
the fifteen were their own raising and sired 
by the three herd bulls; the last three men- 
tioned above. In 1941 ten of the fifteen 
were of their own raising and again sired by 
their three herd bulls. 

Their herd at present numbers 115 head 
of females and the three herd bulls. 

They have never sold any females for 
breeding purposes, always keeping the tops 
and marketing the balance. They never 
fail to add a dime or more to the extreme 
top of the heifer market. 

With few exceptions their entire crop of 
steer calves reach the carlots at the Inter- 
national and are in the ninety head. They 
have been showing annually for the past 
several years. With the Schmidt Bros. 
Aberdeen-Angus are a business proposition 
and a paying one, and a pleasure with a 
pasture full of calves. 

The Ray H. Cline & Son herd was estab- 
lished in 1907. The foundation cow was 
purchased from P. J. Donohoe, Holbrook. 
One of the first herd bulls used was Black 
Shine 125283, bred by J. E. Junk and sired 
by Pure Blackbird 94033. The next bull 
used was Black Mate E. 167565, an Escher 


bred bull. 


Blackcap Comus, acquired in 
1918 from Mike Donohoe was sired by Black 


Ensign by Black Woodlawn. After Black- 
cap Comus Edinburg 5th, a son of Buxom 
by Ennama, a half brother to Donohoe’s 
Edinburg, a son of Brevier 3d was used 
after Edinburg 5th. Blackcap Brevier 3d 
then Pat 3d 414711, a P. J. Donohoe bred 
bull sired by Epsom Downs by Elberon 2d 
by Edinburg. After Pat 34th came Elidine 
450499, a son of Elidure of Brookside. Next 
was Ellow Revolution 46533 followed by 
the present herd bull Eri Bell Boy 502952, 
a son of Bell Boy M. K. 

Some of the foundation females were 
Blackird Lassie 10th, Brookside Blackbird 
4th, Blackeap 49th, of which there are 20 
herds or more in Marion County that have 
representatives of this particular strain of 
McHenry Blackcaps. 

The herd today numbers 40 cows. Eri 
Bell Boy 502952, the present herd sire, has 
proven a very profitable sire. His calves 
are thick, blocky, low-set, and quick matur- 
ing. Four of the 5 steers in the grand 
champion steer group at the Iowa State 
Fair in 1941 were sired by him. At the 
present time the herd is represented with 
the following families: Miss Burgess— 
three strains, Maid of Bummer, Britannic 
Maid of Banks and Barley Maid Enchant- 
ress, Eisa Elba, Juana Erica, McHenry Bar- 
bara, Ballindalloch Georgina. 

The Harvlawn herd owned by Fred R. 
Long, Marne, Iowa, was founded when Mr. 
Long’s father bought two cows in the Rob- 
erts & Williams Sale at Atlantic, Iowa, on 
April 8, 1913. These two calves were Per- 
sephone of Stenhouse 2d -39300-. bred by 
D. M. MacRay, Thornhill. Scotland, and 
Blackbird Missie 4th 146138, bred by Char- 
les Escher & Son. 

Nearly all of the fifty cows now in the herd 
are the descendants of these two cows, as 
very few females have been purchased. The 
herd bulls now in use are: Blackcap Mar- 
shall 53d 490305 and Marshall’s Excelsior 
501630. 

The R. S. Stephenson & Son herd at Rein- 
beck, Iowa, was started by the purchase of 
two cows and a heifer in the fall of 1932. 
At present the herd consists of 80 head; 45 
of which are cows of breeding age. 

The bulls used in the herd were Elbanor 
Marshall 475281, bred by Miller & Kemp of 
Morley, Iowa, and shown by them in 1934;

A feature of the cattle program of inter- 
est to any one following a breeding plan 
was a group of cattle brought out for in- 
spection. Prof. Johnson and John Gauger 
explained the breeding involved. An unus- 
ually uniform group they represented the 
dam of one cow, and the three daughters of 
this younger cow by different sires. To 
those discounting the female end of the 
pedigree this lineup served to show that 
favorable characteristics are carried on by 
the bottom side of the pedigree, as well as 
by the good sires used. 

Not the least important part of the day’s 
activities was the noon picnic meal, furnish- 
ed by John and Milton Gauger. The potato 
salad, meat, bread, ice cream and coffee re- 
quired for more than 500 people represented 
a considerable poundage and a lot of pre- 
lunchtime effort. 

Following the noon meal visitors were 
treated to a demonstration of group riding 
by the Clear Lake Boot and Saddle Club. 
This organization, made up of practical cat- 
tlemen and farmers in northeastern South 
Dakota, along with their sons and daugh- 
ters, went through an involved program of 
trick and fancy riding that would do justice 
to any rodeo show. As a matter of fact this 
organization of Aberdeen-Angus, Hereford 
and Shorthorn people has had several offers 
to appear professionally at leading shows. 
But for the time being they are confining 
their efforts, and those of their good cow 
ponies, to territory not too far from their 
farm duties at Clear Lake, 

_ The afternoon’s speaking program follow- 
ing the horsemanship display was ably 
taken care of by Dwight Garner, president 
of the Interstate Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, and Professors I. B. Johnson 
and Charles A. Hobbs, of South Dakota 
State College. Prof, Hobbs, until recently 
of Cornell University, gave a glimpse of 
what is under way in beef cattle research. 
Ten leading agricultural colleges are com- 
bining and coordinating their beef cattle ex- 
perimental breeding work. This work is along 
the lines of the breeding work being carried 
on by the U.S.D.A. regional breeding work at 
Miles City, Montana, in determining the 
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superiorities of various beef sires in produc- 
ing calves that are fast, economical gainers, 
and calves that grade in the top quality 
bracket. So far South Dakota State and 
three other schools are testing Aberdeen- 
Angus sires to find top producing blood 
lines. In all thirty-three lines of breeding 
work are being carried out in the three beef 
breeds. 

In addition South Dakota State is carry- 
ing out herd management studies on twenty 
to thirty cow herds, or one bull herds; herds

polled bull is mated to clean-polled cows he 
may have a son that is horned. This is 
true to the fact that a polled cow may carry 
the determiner for horns and not show them 
herself, but her son will be horned if he 
gets this determiner from his dam. Similar- 
ly, a clean-polled cow may carry the deter- 
miner for scurs, but if she passes on this 
determiner to her son, he will have scurs.

Missouri Bertram Barb was a strong ¢o 
tender for the Aberdeen-Angus champion, 
ship which was won by the Purdue Univer. 
sity’s Black Ruler which went on to the 
grand championship of the show. I well 
remember this show as it was my first trip 
to the “International” as a student helper 
with the show steers. Most of the time dur. 
ing the steer show I wag upstairs in the 
barn helping put the “finishing touches” on 
the steers but I still remember the thrill of 
helping show the champion herd of three 
Aberdeen-Angus steers down in Amphithe. 
atre Arena. e also had a very attractive 
first prize crossbred Shorthorn-Angus steer 
calf named Deposition, at this show. The 
following year he was first prize junior 
yearling at the International. 

Betty Barbara 2d then had four heifers 
in successive years all sired by Broadus 
Blackburn 6th 262783, a son of Idolmere 
199904, the 1919 International grand chan- 
pion. Broadus Blackburn 6th proved to be 
a very good sire and these daughters of 
Betty Barbara 2d were grand breeding cows 
all very uniform in type and very prolific 
producers of females, a trait that seems to 
be carried on down through this strain of 
Barbaras. Since 1921 we have registered 
137 females, all descendants of Betty 
Barbara 2d. 

Following Broadus Blackburn 6th the sue- 
cession of sires used in the University of 
Missouri herd included: Blackcap Clipper 
8th 364912 purchased from John C. Mills, 
Jr., Kirksville, Missouri, in 1923 and used 
for four years.

He is sired by General 6th of Page, the top 
selling sire in the Lonjac_dispersion sale, 
now senior herd sire in Edward, Jenkins 
Red Gate Herd, Millwood, Virginia. Gen- 
eral 4th of Lonjac’s dam is a Scripps bred 
cow, Black Amy 3d, by Edgar Protest. 
Twenty cows in our breeding herd are sired 
by General 4th of Lonjac and they are a 
very uniform lot of low set, thick fleshed 
cows With a great deal of style and quality. 
The get of this sire has been consistently at 
the top or near the top in the Missouri 
State, Heart of America and Central Mis- 
souri Sales.

Some believe that the lifting of 
OPA regulations will result in a continua- 
tion of the upward cycle. Others believe 
that present averages will not be pushed 
upward in the next twelve months as much 
as they have in the past year. One predic- 
tion seems logical in view of the develop- 
ments of the past year—that top Aberdeen- 
Angus, real herd bull prospects and top 
foundation females, will continue to meet 
strong demand while the lower end of the 
offering will sell not too far above the top 
average of the commercial market. This 
trend was very noticeable so far in 1946; 
for while the average on 105 sales was 
$560.59 there were quite a number of auc- 
tions where the average fell below the 
$250.00 mark. 

Very noticeable in the sale series just 
closed is the increasing valuation being plac- 
ed on breeding and families—coupled with 
conformation. There are few herds that are 
not on the lookout for replacement cattle 
of better breeding than the cows now found 
in these herds. And at no time in recent 
years have as many breeders been on the 
lookout for top herd bulls. 

Getting down to the business end of the 
Aberdeen-Angus business—the commercial 
producer of Doddie feeder calves—these 
men have been consistent buyers at public 
sales held near the range country. In their 
selection of bulls these men have been will- 
Ing to pay good prices for thick, rugged 
sires. In fact many of them consistently 
pay more for their range bulls than some 
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pure bred breeders are willing to go. Sev- 
eral sales of commercial Aberdeen-Angus 
females have been held in the range states 


in the past six months. 


Here prices have 


been right at, or only slightly below, prices 
paid for “mine run” pure bred females with 
supply far short of the demand,

FRED REPPERT, VETERAN 
AUCTIONEER, DIES 


Fred C. Reppert, veteran pure bred live stock 
auctioneer, died June 8th at his home at Decatur, 
Indiana. Mr. Reppert died.suddenly of a heart at- 
tack. He was 66 and is survived by a son and a 
daughter. 

One of the most colorful figures in the pure bred 
live stock business Fred Reppert made a name and 
a reputation that will be remembered as long as cat- 
tlemen get together. He started in the auction busi- 
ness at seventeen, under the guidance of his father. 
From !ocal farm sales he graduated to pure bred sales 
to become one of the top figures in the live stock 
selling field. It was during the days before, and 
following, World War I that Fred Reppert made 
his greatest fame. In late years he had been taking 
it easier, although far from being retired, and de- 
voted the major part of his time to his Auction 
School. This school was founded by Mr. Reppert 
twenty-five years ago and last December graduated 
a class of 144.
